But.theſe Terms were refuted, and no ſooner had the 
Army forſaken him, (by whom lone he propoſed to go- 
vern) than King James thought fit to abandon this Na- 
tion, an i fly to France for I rotection, thereby in effect 
renouncing of himſelf that Power over us, which by his 
illegil Practices he had forfeited before, The King be- 
ing thus departed with ail his Family, excepting the 
Princeſs Mary and her Siſter, (the late Queen) the Safe. 
ty of this Kingdom required, that the States of this 
Realm ſhould confer the Supreme Power upon King . 
liam and his Queen, who was the next Proteſtant Heir. 
And having been thus near the brink of Ruin under the 
Reign of a Prince of the Ropniſe Religion, there was an

It will therefore ſcarce be a Queſtion, Whether a Na-

ſign toraiſe an Army, and ſubdue them by Force) may not 
provide for their own Safety, by declaring him, and every 


one of his Religion, incapable of ever {ſucceeding to the 
Throne. To have a King that is a Papiſt, is inconſiſtent 


with the Welfare of a Proteſtant Country; for although 


he ſhould enter into the moſt ſolemn Engagements, 
though he ſhould make the ampleſt and moſt ſatisfaftory 
Promiſes, and be under the ſtricteſt Oaths, not to endea- 
vour to introduce his own Faith amongft his Subjects, 
ſtill a. Diſpenſation from the Church of Rome can enable 
him to break through all theſe Ties, and even perſwade 
him that ſuch a Perfidiouſneſs is Meritorious, Did not 
the Popiſh Queen Mary at her coming to the Throne, 
faithfully promiſe to all her Proteſtant Subje&s, the free 
Exerciſe of their Religion? And yet the very County, 
which was the moſt forward in acknowledging her Ti- 
tle, was likewiſe the firſt who felt the Cruelty ot lier 
blood- thirſty Religion. This very King Fames II. had 
made ſo many fair and ſpecious Promiſes, at the begin- 
ning of his Reign, that he became the Darling of the 
Clergy, and particularly of the Univerſity of Oxford, 
which was the firſt Society that telt his oppreſſive Hand; 
and thes wiſely denied him that Paſſive Obedience, which 
before they had ſo unwaril) decre2d him. 


It is upon theſe Grounds that I would have an Eng- 
lihman no longer regard the Pretender, as one deprived

Whilſt they could be prevailed upon to 
think him Innocent, how were Numbers of the inferi- 
our People taught to ſhout with Joy at the Name of Or- 
mand, even ata Time when the aſſembled Commons of 
the Land had accuſed him of the baſeſt Treachery that a 
Soldier could be guilty of; yer now that by his ignomi- 
nious Flight, he has ſo publickly manifelted his Guilt, 
every honeſt Briton is aſhamed to ſpeak in his Defence. 
Bolingbroke likewiſe, who was once the Favourite of the 
ſime deluded People in theſe Kingdoms, no ſooner de- 
clared himſelf avowedly for the Cauſe of the Pretender, 
than he was diſowned by every Loyal Subject. And let 
the Impoſtor in Lorrain be buoyed up with what glad 
Tidings ſoever theſe Fugitives can bring him; I dare to 
affirm, that whenever he ſhall invade us, and thereby 
leave us no other Diſtinction but that of Proteſtant and 
Papiſt, he will find above Three Parts in Four of the 
whole Nation, zealous againſt him, 


What Aſſurances from his Party here, or what Pro- 
miſes of Aſſiſtance from Abroad, may have prevailed up- 
on the Chevalier de St. George to think of attacking us 
at this Jun&ure, I confeſs I am utterly a Stranger to.

| Before'l proceed to make any Obſervations poi the 
Laws I have already cited: Since in the Act made in 
the 1/f of Willem and Mary, cap. 9. and in another 


Act made in the 716 of King William, cap. 25. the Of- 


feaces committed againſt thoſe Statutes are declared lia- 
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( 
ble to the ſame Penalties as thole to which Popiſh Re- 
euſants convict are ſubjected, it may not be improper 
here to acquaint my Reader with the Nature and Puniſh- 
ment of ſuch an Offence. 


A Popiſh Recuſant is one who refuſe: to take the Oath 
preſcribed in the 1/# Year of Queen Elizabeth, cap. 1, 
and the 2d of King James, cap. 4. And farther, being 
wholly addicted to the Worſhip of the Church of Rome, 
does obſtinately refuſe to attend the Service of our Church · 
Such Perſon being convicted of the aforeſaid Offences 
in the King's Bench, Aſſize or Goal. Delivery, does for- 
feit 12 d. every Sunday and Holyday, and alſo 20 J. 
for every Month during which he ſhall perſiſt in thus 
abſenting himſclf from Church. And in caſe he ſhall 
not pay his Forfeiture into the Exchequer at two Times 
in the Year, the Proceſs ſhall iſſue to ſeize the Goods and 
Three Parts of the Land: And in caſe the Recuſant can - 
not ſatisſie the Money forfeited in three Months, he 
Mall he committed to Priſcn until he have paid, or ſhall 
deals Farther, every Perſon born in England, or 
made 2 Deniſen, above 16 Years of Age, being a Po- 
Piſh Recuſant, that ſhall be convicted of Abſence from 
the Church, and being in England at the Time of ſuch 
Conviction, fhail within 40 Days, if at Liberty, and if 
reſtrained within 20 Days after, repair to the Place of 
his Abode, not to remove five Miles from thence, un- 
leſs licenſed by four Juſtices of the Peace, under their 
Hands and Seals, with the Aſſent of the Biſhop, Lieu» 
tenant, or any Deputy Lieutenant of the County, upon 
pain of loſing his Goods and Chattels, and all his Lands 
for Lite, But if he have no Place of Abode, he ſhall 
within the aforeſaid Time repair to the Place where he 
was born, or where his Father or Mother dwells, there 
to remain under the Confinement aforeſaid. And being 
come to ſuch Place, he ſhall within 20 Days preſent him- 
ſelf to the Miniſter of the Pariſh, and to the Conſtable, 
and the Miniſter or Conſtable ſhall enter his Name in 


+ Book to be kept in the Pariſh, and heil cert aha 
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ſame to the next Seſſions, to be enrolled bythe -Juſtices- 
And if a Popiſh Recuſant Convict not having 20 Marks 
Freehold per Annum, or 40 l. in Goods, ſhall not thus 
repair to the Place of his Abode or Birth, or ſhall after- 
wards remove above 5 Miles from the ſame; if upon 
being apprehended, he ſhall not conform himſelf within 
three Months, as the Statutes require; and ſhall not 
make ſuch Submiſſion, as is required by 35 Eliz. cap, 
2. then any two Juſtices of the Peace or Coroner 
that County, may require him to abjure the Realm, 
and aſſign dia the Time and Haven. And if he ſhall 
refuſe ſuch Abjuration, and not go to ſuch Haven, or at 
ſuch Time as is to him ſo appointed; or ſhall return to 
theſe Realms without his Majeſty's Licence, the Per ſon 
ſo offending ſhall be guilty of Felony.

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From this ſhort View of the Statutes which have been 
made, as a Proviſion for the Safety ot this Kingdom, my 
Reader will obſerve, that we are as happily ſecured an 
fenced againſt the Enemies of our preſent glorious E- 
ſtabliſhment, as any Proteſtant can deſire, | 
The Pretender himſelf, that now preſumes to take up 
on him the Stile and Title of King of Great Britain, is 
by Law a Traitor, his Life is already a Forfeit to the 

rown, and the putring of him to Death, when he 
ſhall attempt to Land in any of the Dominions of bis 
Majeſty King George, is ſo far from being Criminal, 
that Whoſoeyer ſhall perform ſuch an extraordinary * 
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of Service to the Nation, is entitled, by an Act of Par- 
lament, to a Reward of an Hundred Thouſand Pounds. 


All this Man's Adherents and Abettors, whenſoever 
they ſhall dare to declare by ſome Overt · Act in favour 
of him, are by Law ſo many Traitors, and as ſuch are 
doom'd to ſuffer the pains of Death. 


There are likewiſe ſuch wiſe and wholeſome Statutes 
made againſt all Papiſts and Non jurors, as might ſoon 
reduce thoſe avowed Fayourers of the Pretender's Title to 
ſuch a Condition, as would make them no longer for- 
© midable Enemies of our Conſtitution, were the Juſtices 
of the Peace aſſiduous in putting them in Execution; 
and I doubt not but his Majeſty's late Royal Proclama- 
tions will remind them of their Duty in this point. 


The Laws and the Executive Power are now wholly 
on the ſide ot the Proteſtant Intereſt; and if it were poke 
fable for any reaſonable Man to imagine, that the Pre- 
tender could ſucceed in his Enterprize, yet he muſt know, 
that by the Laws of England, as well as by the Laws of 
all Natiom the Perſons, who ferveunder a Monarch iu 
Poſſeſſion, are not gu ity of any Crime in reſiſting an In- 
vader, though the Legiſlature ſhould afterwards deter.

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Under theſe Circumſtances who would be willidg to 
ſerve an Impoſtor, unleſs by his Arrival they could pro- 
poſe to themſelyes ſome conſiderable Advantage? Who 
therefore are likely to become, Gainers under a Popiſh 
and Tyrannical Government, will be no improper En-

Perſons concerned in Trade, muſt, by the Pretender's 
neceſſary Subjection to France, expect to loſe the moſt 
conſiderable Articles of their Profit. The Men of Eſtates 
will toon fiad, by the finking of Commerce, that their 
Land will be reduced to a ſmall Value. And thoſe who 
are now concerned in the Publick Funds, cannot h 
© ever to enjoy their Wealth, after he has ſeized on t 
Britiſh Throne. For it is not to be queſtioned but he 
will declare all the Statutes made fince the Year of our 
Lord 1688. to be void, as wanting the Royal Aſſent; 
and by this means the Bank of England, the Eaft-Indis 
Company, the South. Sea Company, and every Society 
eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament ſince the late glorious 
Revolution, as being built upon a wrong Foundation, 
will lie at his Mercy, to be plundered as the Chevalier and 
his 111 Dragoons ſhall think proper. The Clergy cannot 
expect to be otherwiſe than ruined by his coming, ſince 
the Proteſtant Religion muſt thereby. be loſt, and their 
Cures will be taken trom them, unleſs they can conſent to 
quit their Wives, and ſuffer their Iſſue to be baſtardiz d.
